definitely establishes the tomb just 
discov ered by the ex pedition n ear the 
Giza py ramids as being some 1,7(X) 
y ears older than the tomb of Tut- 
Ankb-Amen and of a period of which f 
little has been discov ered heretofore. 
The cable wag from Alan Itowe, 
chief assistan t of the ex pedition, an 
Australian who has been working with 
Doctor Roisner for three y ears. 
Dated About 3 ,000 B, C. 
The teTt of the cable, as ex tended 
by Doctor Relsner, was made public 
as follows: 
“The new tomb reported from the 
ex cav ations of the Harv ard-Boston ex ­ 
pedition at Giza is the only im portan t 
Intact tomb y et 
found prev ious to 
Dy nasty VI. 
It is to be dated to the 
time of King Senoferu, the first king 
of Dy nasty IV, the predecessor of 
Cheops, that is, a period of 100 y ears 
up to about 3000 B. C. 
“The new tomb is situated about 
100 meters due east of the great py ra­ 
mid of Cheops. Durin g the tinal clear­ 
ing of the rock surface a patch of 
white plaster was n oted which cov ered 
masonry consisting of massiv e blocks 
laid in plaster. 
On remov ing the plas­ 
ter a stairway was disclosed filled 
with blocks of stone, also laid in 
plaster. 
Find Alabaster Sarcophagus. 
“At 8 m eters down the shaft a 
closed recess was found in the slmft 
wall which consisted of a bull’s bead j 
and legs, m attin g and pots. 
At 20 * 
meters the top of the burial chamber J 
was reached on the south side of the I 
shaft. 
The bottom of the shaft was j 
reached at 30 meters. 
“On iv mov ing the top course of 1 
stone in the mason ry block which j 
closed the door of the burial chamber I 
tiu* chamber was semi to lie about IS 
feet long by 12 feet wide. 
Inside was j 
an alabaster sarcophagus in tact and I 
on the coffin lay an elaborate wov en s 
gold mat with a line of incised hiero- i 
gly phlcs. giv ing the name Nebti-Sene- 1 
feru, which seems to be the name of j 
ibe person buried In the coffin. 
The j 
name indicates that she was a lady , j 
probably a princess. 
“The posts of the sarcophagus are j 
sheathed in gold an d the floor of the 
j 
chamber is cov ered with v essels of j 
bronze and alabaster and a q uan tity ; 
of gilded wooden furn iture which is j 
In bad condition. 
“Tills tomb is not that 
Scneferu or Cheops. 
It was in ex ist­ 
ence when the first py ramid at Giza, 
that of Cheops, was built, and the su­ 
perstructure of the tomb must hav e 
been cleared away by the architects of 
Cheops when they built the causeway 
which led from the v alley to the tem ­ 
ple in front of the Cheops py ramid. 
The tomb is to be dated probably to 
the reign of .Scneferu.”

“There H no t much sympathy to he 
fo und in wik i i.c.ture. If a bird meets 
with a mishap it is usually left to get 
o v er it witho ut any assistsr.“e fro m its 
co mpanio ns. When a bird is tak en ill 
and expects to die yo u will no t find its 
mate standing by to co nso le with it. 
but the suffering creature will just 
slink away to a place o f hiding in 
which to meet the end, while the bird 
which Is left will v ery so o n find a new 
co mpanio n. But 1 hav e co me acro ss a 
few Instances where sympathy was 
sho wn. When birds are mated after n 
sho rt co urtship the male is mo st at­ 
tentiv e to bis newly wo n wife and will 
almo st starv e himself to o ffer tit-bits 
to her,” writes Oliv er G. Pik e In the 
Lo ndo n Mail. 
“The beautiful male bullfinch is o ne 
o f the best o f husbands. 
A pair o f 
these birds attem pted to nest' In my 
garden last spring. The first nest came 
to an untimely end and u seco nd was 
built. When this co ntained yo ung al­ 
mo st ready to fly I heard the two par­ 
ents calling o ut in great distress. 
I 
hurriedly climbed up the steep bank 
leading to the nest in a thick 
hedge, 
but I was just to o late, fo r a sto at 
dashed fro m the nest and disappeared 
in the thick undergro wth. 
Three o f 
the yo ung had been eaten, while the 
fo urth was dead o utside the nest. 
“Fo r days afterw ard the hen bull­ 
finch sat o n twigs In the garden lo o k ­ 
ing 
mo st 
disco nso late, 
and 
it 
was 
rather beautiful to see the male o ffer 
her cho ice mo rsels, which he co ntinu 
ally searched fo r. 
It sneraed as if he 
was do ing his best to cheer her up, and 
it gav e me much pleasure when 1 
fo und o ut that he had succeeded. Fo r 
at the end o f the week they began a 
third nest, and with this they were 
successful in rearing a family. 
“It is o nly natural, ho wev er, fo r a 
bird to assist its m ate during the time 
o f 
co urtship. 
It 
is 
in 
the 
winter 
mo nths, when each bird has to fight its 
o wn battle in the grim search fo r fo o d, 
that sym pathy is rare. 
I hav e k no wn 
o nly o ne instance <»f this. 
“In my garden there was a large 
do g k ennel with a flat ro o f. 
During 
the winter mo nths the tablelik e to p 
was utilized as a larder fo r the birds. 
Many k inds v isited us and it was sel­ 
do m that the 
tab le was uno ccupied, 
o ne mo rning a new v isito r appeared 
and she was a cripple. 
This great tit 
had o ne leg missing .and she had so me 
tro uble in balancing her bo dy as she 
pick ed up the fo o d. 
“The sparro ws, fo r so me reaso n, o b­ 
jected to the presence o f this injured 
bird and dro v e her o ff. 
She made 
many attem pts to o btain a meal, but 
the o thers prev ented her. 
“The next mo rning she bro ught with 
her ano ther great tit and again the 
sparro ws tried to driv e her away. 
In 
a flush the seco nd great tit set abo ut 
them, fo ught the who le flo ck and k ept 
the bo ard clear while the crippled bird 
o btained a go o d meal. 
On each suc­ 
ceeding v isit this hirdland k night ac­ 
co mpanied her, and such respect did 
the sparro w s 
hav e fo r his fighting 
po wers that she afterw ard o btained 
her fo o d in peace.”
